Toward the end of the summer, 
the amateur flower grower often 
wonders how the stock of geramiums 
In the fower border can bé increased 
cond preserved by some other means 
than by taking up the old plants io 
the autumn; toe last named method 

2 having, pwrhaps, proved succeas- 
ai iv post sensons. By starsing. fair 
yz enrly, toward the ad of Aigust. 
before cold chilly nignts appear, a 
nice supply of young plants, more 
especially of all kinds of geraniums 
of the flowering kind, or those lane 
Ing fragrant .Jenves, or e¢veg the 
bronze eK sliver leaved kinds, ean be 
had by starting cuttings or slips of 
these plants. First of all obtain a 
shallow box about tarde Inches deep, 
ton cy tyelve Inchcy wide, and from 
twel¥a to twenty-four Inches in 
iength; an empty haddle (Osh) box 
It should have 
some small holes bored through the 
bottom for drainage. Pack this box 
firmly with moist, clean, gritty sand; 
sand that will make good stone mor 
tar will do. Then take the terminal 
or top part of the young growth of 
plants about four or five inches in 
length, each shoot or cutting having 
from four to six jolnts where leaves 
are produced. Make the base of the 
ecutung just below one of these nodes 
or leat joints, making a clean cut 
with a sharp knife flat across. Cut 
of some of the lower leaves, leaving 
two or three leaves at-the top. Cut 
off all bloom buds and blossoms 
where possibile. Make a nole or drill 
in the wet sand deep enough to set 
fully the length of stem of cuttings 
in the sand. Water them well once, 
and keep the sand molst until cut- 
lings are rooted, which should be in 
five Oo: six weeks’ times The box can 
be set out of doors in partial shade 
until the first week in September 
when they can be taken into the 
window, When cuttings have roots 
about an inch in length dig them 
earefully from the sana without In- 
Juring the roots and pot them singly 
into small 21 inch pots or sct them 
about two inches apart In well 
drained shallow boxes In a soll made 
tip of one part sand, one part leaf 
mould, and about six parts of light 
loamy soll enriched with one part of 
dry pulverized cow manure from ‘the 
pasture Belg. This Jast is one of the 
best possible fertilizers for soll for 
pot plants. Set the yodng plants [n 
the window In a temperature of 60 
to 70 degrees Fahro an ordinary 
house temperature, Salvyfa, Agera- 
tum, Lady Washington Geranjums, 
Fuchstas, Iresine, Lobelia and many 
other plants can be started from cut- 
tings in this way.—The late Wm. 
Hunt, O. A, Colleze, Guelph. 








Light Fall Pruning Is Safe. 

Light pruning in fall ts permis- 
sible, but heavy pruning is dangerous 
and likely to result In serlous dam- 
axe from winter killing, especially If 
the suceceding winter is severe. The 
injury is caused by dryiag out of the 
ent area and may be prevented by 
eovering all wounds.of any size with 
x good covering of paint made from 
pure lead and oil. Do not use pre 
pared paints, as these contain injur- 
jous benzine or turpentine dryers, To 
make an effective coveringA@t wlll be 
heeersary to give not lesa than two 
coats, because one coat will not pre- 
vent checking and drying of green 
wood, Coal tar makes an excellent 
wound covering und is easily applied. 

This mattcr of covering wounds 
made fo fall o2 carly winter is fre 
quently slighted ty orchard men, 
but the writer has seen such serious 
damage result {rem negicet of this 
precaution thet he feels Justified in 
wurning fruit growers with regard to 
the practices. In experimental trials 
in the College apple orchard, varie- 
lies so Yardy cs Duchess of Olden- 
burg, Wolf River, Snow and Scott's 
Winter have suffered very serious In- 
jury fullowing November pruning 
with the cuts left unprotected, The 
wounds dry out around the edges 
aud by spring the dead area Is great- 
ly enlarged, frequently extending 
down the trunk or branch for a foot 
or more. The dead bark comes away 
later leaving a large dcxd area, detri- 
mental to the parts above aad ccr- 
tain als> to decay later. 

It is not Ukely that injury would 
follow the cute a branches below 
an inch In siz hiess many were 
removed and there prebably would 
be no neccesity for covering such 
wounds, All above this size, how- 
ever, should be thoroughly protected.

Marberry Hedge Spolted Ten. Crops, 

AMundreds and hundreds of: ine 
atances c2n be cited to show that the 
vommmon barberry is the most im 
vertant factor In the spread of tust 
in northwest states, lo a.Govern- 
ment bulletin on rust and barberry, 
Dr. C. E. Stakman of Minnesota Uni- 
versity Ferm relates the experience 
of a farmer at Crystal Bay, Lake 
Minnetonka, \Minn., who had a ba:- 
bersy hedge of 635 bushes. He bad 
stied to grow oats on hia farm for 
ten years, but each year the black 
stem rust destroyed almost all the 
grain. Then one spring he destroyed 
the hedge before the bushes had be- 
come rusted: Ten gays before the 
harvest: the field was examined 
thorozghly snd no stem rust could 
be found. The yicld end quality 
proved to be excellent. Sit was the 
cat time in ten years that a crop 
had been grown successfully on that 
‘farm. Every land owner should be- 
sin early in the spring to destroy

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London’ Times, 

—The-.Great Drought was, and 
is, In itself a grave calamity. Now 
that it is intensified by the Great 
Heat—in' spite of the perversity of 
human nature, which is apt to take 
an almost personal pride in the va- 
garies and extremes of the weather 
—it has become even harder to bear. 
Nowhere !s there any. comfort to be 
gleaned.’ “Fine, warm, dry,” is the 
best prospect that the experts have 
to offer, and “warm” certainly does 
not err on the side eration, 
On Saturday evening the Meteoro- 
logical Office committed itself to the 
rash statement that there was a dis- 
Unct posatbility of a break within 
twenty-four hours. Twenty-four 
hours later the sun was et!l! blazing. 
tn a turquolse-grey sky, and every- 
one was asking everyone else wheth- 
er Sunday's heat-record—the highest 
in July since 1881—had itself been 
exceeded. Apart from the one topic 
tke most thrilling events passed al- 
most unnoticed. Even the most por- 
tentous announcement of the news- 
paper bills, such as “Surrey in Dan- 
ger,” excited less public interest than 
the recorded fact that one of the 
Surrey professionals played as usual 
with nothing on his head. Only the 
heat mattered. People were too hot 
to think of anything else. With Bol- 
shevist thoroughness it has shaken 
the conventions and undermined the 
habits. of human’ society. It has 
stripped the members of the M.C.C., 
sitting on the top of Lord’s pavilion, 
of their coats, and eminent counsel 
of their wigs. There is no laughter 
in Court, unless the jokes from the 
Bench are about the weather, and 
even then the subject fs felt to be 
more painful than comic. The pub- 
shed hints of “well-known physi- 
cians’' on hot weather diet and cool- 
ing drinks are read and ilstened to 
as the Inspired utterances of proph- 
ets—except when they recommend 
the reduction of all drinks to a hu- 
manly unattainable minimum. The- 
atres and concert-roomg are produc-

Fighting the Hessian Fly. 


Growers of winter wheat are 
vised to practice immediate control 
measures advocated by the Depart- 
ment experts. The following eight 
cardinal contro] measures, if rigor- 


ad- 


; ously. enforeed and adhered to by 


every grain grower, will prevent the 
introduction and spread of the pest: 

Do not sow wheat on stubble if 
possible to avold it. 

Plough under all infeated stubble 
and Tuined wheat where practicable 
soon after harvest, especially where 
this does not interfere with the 
growing of clover and 
grasses. 

Destroy all volunteer wheat by 
harrowing, disking. ploughing, or 
otherwise. 

Plough all winter wheat land as 
early and deeply as existing condil- 
tions permit, and prepare a thor- 
oughly pulverized and compacted 
seedbed. 

Conserve moisture against a period 
of drought at seeding time. 

Use the best seed procurable. 

Keep “the soil in good tilth and, 
most important of all, sow winter 
wheat during the fiy-free period as 
advised’ by local’ farm advisers or 
experiment stations. e 

Work in co-operation with your 

neighbor in-fghting this pest, as 
community action ia essential to in- 
re complete success. 
Late sowing is recommended, but 
not too late sowing, as the latter is 
as disastrous in its ultimate results 
as is too early sowing. Uncle Sam’s 
grain-disease doctors say that the 
safe date in a time of norma! rain- 
fall usually coincides, in’ any one 
locality, with the preferable time for 
sowing to bring maximum yield. For 
example, grain growers in northern 
Michigan and Ontario are advised to 
sow after September 1, while the 
producers of southern Michigan and 
northern Ohio will escape fiy infesta- 
tion if they plant their grain about 
September 20.—U. 8S. Weekly News

The 
beat way to unite ia to place a sheet 
of newspaper between each brood- 
chamber and allow the bees to unite 
without any further attention, except 
that in a week or two the paper 
should be removed and the bees left 
in one hive-body. : . 
The second manipulation, and 
equally important, with having a 
good queen and a strong colony, is 
the question of the winter food sup-+ 
ply. Beekeepers who are willing to 
make af investment of not less ‘than 
fifty pounds of first-class honey per 
colony, are the beekeepers who next 
season secure the large crops of 
honey. If the’ fall honey is not of 
known quality,-then it will be better 
to feed each colony from ten to ff- 
teen pounds of sugar syrup, mixed 
in the proportion of two of sugar 
to one of water. The sugar should 
be thoroughly dissolved, but the 
syrup must not be burned. This 
syrup should be fed while quite warm 
in an inverted Mason fruit jar or 
honey pail with perforated cover; 
and if fed inside an empty super. 
with the entrance reduced, there will 
be very little fear of robbing. Feed 
the warm syrup in the evening and 
before the end of September.

Paying Less for Better Bulla. 

A survey recently made in con- 
nection with the “Better Sires— 
Better Stock’? campaign carried on 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture shows a gencral ratio of 
one bull to every 18.9 cows. Exper 
lence, however, in Pennsylvania, the 
state which leads in the number of 
bull associations, shows that 93 bulls 
are sufficient for the 6,604 cows be- 
longing to members of the bull asso- 
ciations, or an average of about one 
Dull for every 60 cows. These fig- 
ures are taken from the bull assocta~ 
tion directory recently issued by the 
Dairy Division, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. - 

If the membera:of these associa- 
tlons owned thelr bulls individually, 
at the usual ratio of one bull for } 
every 18.9 cows, they would neod | 
296 bulls instead of 93. Yet the 33 
bulls give the required service as 
effectively as 296 would do, and in 
fact better, because the resulting off- 
spring are better.

‘WASHINGTON, Aug Aug. 3—The econ 
omic situation in Russia foreshadows 
a death rate during the coming Win- 
ter that will “stagger the world,” 
according to Information received by 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover and 
made pabdlic today. 

‘General stagnation of agricultaral 
and industrial activities have result- 
ed in conditions appalling to officials 
of relief organizations who have ac- 
quainted themselves with the situa- 
tion, it wag stated. 

While an umprecedented drought 
4s credited with bringing to a head 
the present famine jn the Volga Val- 
ley, from the Caspian Sea northward 
it is stated that conditions “would 
not be of such fatal character but for 
the general decadence of agriculture 
in reduction of surplus in other re- 
gions, and in the decayiof transporta 
tion.” 

This state of affairs rendera most 
difficult the movement of such local 
surpluses as do exist, it Is explained. 

It is reiterated that millions must 
die of starvation as help cannot be 
given them im time. 

15,000 Get One Meal. 

WARSAW, Aug. 3.—Fifteen thous- 
and university students in the main 
edncational centers of Warsaw, Lem- 
< ‘Cracow, Lublin, Posen and Vil- 
e being fed one meal a day by 
can Rellef Administration 
of tlie Children’s Fund this 
summer. Warsaw has fire kitchens 
devoted to serving food to 3,264 stu- 
dents, the other towns having small- 
er numbers. 

The Polish ministry of approvisa- 
tion has been assisting in this work, 
having furnished the American rellef 
workers with 280,000 pounds of pota- 
toes at 50 per cent. below market 
price. Government authorities of 
Posen made an out and out gift of 
20,000 pounds of potatoes to be used 
locally in the student feeding.

It is 
aMfllated with the University of To- 
ropto, and is one of the oldest and 
best known colleges on the American 
continent. It has recelved students 
from all parts of the English-speak- 
ing world, and its graduates are 
favorably regarded, many of whom 
have attained considerable promiz- 
ence. The College building is new 
and modern throughout - and : wall 
equipped. The course is comprehen- 
alve, and covers a-period of four 
years of seven months each term. The 
tuition fees are exceedingly moder 
ate, averaging $85 for each College 
term. The purpose of the College is 
essentially that of a teaching Iinsti- 
tution for the proper training of men 
as Veterinarians. The prescribed 
course of study and instruction in 
Veterinary Science has much to com- 
mend it, and Is particularly attrac- 
tive and interesting. It trains the 
student to acquire a true knowledge 
of animal diseases, their treatment 
and prevention, thus fitting him for 
general practice as a veterinary sur 
geon. It trains the student for scien- 
tile pursuits, to conduct research 
work, and to solve many of the live 
stock problems occasioned by dis- 
eases with consequent national eco- 
It trains the student 
for sanitary service work In prevent- 
ing the transmission of animal dis- 
eases to mankind througn unwhole- 
some milk or from mects and meat 
food products of doubtful origin. On 
graduation the opportunities are 
equal to that of any of the other 
learned. professions, both monetary 
and In the wider sense of community 
service, There is an ever-increasing 
field for veterinary 
throughout the Dominion, in private 
practice and to establish a business 
career with good financial returas.

Does the Collar Fit the Horse? 


Sore shoulders and sore necks on 
farm horses are generally caused 
either by collars that do not fit or by 
hames that are not properly 
adjusted. 

A collar that is too long will cause 
sore shoulder points and is likely also 
to cause sores on the top of the neck. 
A collar\that Is too wide or-too nar- 
row will aio cause sores on different 
parts of the shoulder or on top of the 
neck. A collar that is too wide or 
too narrow will also cause sores on 
different parts of the shoulder or on 
top’of the neck, depending on the 
kind and amount of work the horse 
is doing. Then, again, a collar that 
is too short and tight may cause the 
condition known as “‘sweeny” of the 
shoulder. ¢ 

Most farm horses are at least mod- 
erately fat in the spring. Ig this con- 
dition the: muscles about the neck 
and shoulders will be. full and plump 
and it wifl take @ rather large collar 
to fit. The soft condition of the 
horses, however, coupled with the 
long days of hard-work, causes them 
to shrink In flesh rapidly, and a col- 
lar that was a good fit at the begin- 


unsatisfactory three or four weeks 
later.. In some cases the collar can 
be made to fit by using a sweat pad, 
while In others a new or different 
collar will be required. It is better,

BUILT FOR BI BRITISHER. 


“Walls Clap-Boarded on Outside 
Plastered on Inside, Never 
Repaired 


‘A MHERT Island holds the secret 
the solution ‘of the housing situ- 


ation in these days of the scarelty of 
heuses and highs costs of bullding 
materials and labor. The secret is 
a mud bouso built ninety years ago. 
It is in good condition and Is the 
residence of William Scott, a prom- 
inent farmer of Stella. 

This house is not only remark- 
eble for its age, Dut also because it 
is probably the only house of its 
kind in North America. We are ac- 
customed to point out the log hous- 
es of the pioneers of Ontario, but for 
ingenuity ,economy in the use of 
material and durabfifty this house 
commands the close investigation of 
architects as well ag the Interest of

EUREKA, Calif, Aug. 8 — The 
steamer Alaska which struck on ‘the 
rocks at Biunt’s Reef on Saturday 
with a probable death list of 48, was 
split in two by am explosion when the 
boat started te sink, survivors said 
here today, amd passengers and mem 
ders of the crow were thrown into 
the sea by the expleaion. The steam- 
er Anyox today brewght one hundred 
and six survivors to Eureka and sev- 
enteen dead were also brought here, 
including three women and children. 

There are thirty-one other missing, 
believed to be dead. 

The Alaska was proceeding to San 
Francisco in « dense fog when it 
struck the reef at nine o'clock. She 
sent out wireless messages and -the 
steamer Anyox, five miles away, came 
to her assistance. 

\ Started on Friday! 

The Alaska, owned by the San 
Francisco and Portland Steamship 
Company. cleared Astoira at 8 p.m., 
Friday, and was due to dock at San 
Francisco at noon today.

A banquet given by Kinz Husveln 
of the Hedjaz to Lord Allenby, the 
British high commissioner, as de 
scribed by an Arab correspondent of 
the London’ Times on March 2, was 3 
striking example of oriental maznifi- 
cence, { After preliminary visits and 
military reviews, {in which the 
Bedouin cavalry dashed by at full 
speed, firing thelr rifles, the banquet 
was held In true Arab style In the 

municipality buildings at Jeddah. 

On the table, which was eighteen 
feet broad by thirty feet in length. 
barefooted walters dressed in rich Arab 
costume walked about helping ts 
guests, 70 In number, to slices of the 
joints of roasted half sheep stuffed 
with almonds, rice and spices. Each 
guest had three or four plates. and 
was surrounded by some 20 or 
dishes of salads, fish, roasted chiok- 
ens, pilaff of mutton and sweets of 
all descriptions. The king's band of 
musicians played throughout the ban- 
quet. 

At the end of the feast the King’s 
servants handed round silver basinx 
with ewers of scented water for the 
guests to wash their hands in. Coffee 
was served in another room while 
guests of a lower degree sat down at 
the banqueting table, The remnants 
of the feast, which were considerable,

Man Who Tried to Blow up 
Bridge, Still Contends He © 
is Kaiser’s Son 


WRITES LETTER 


Caused No Trouble and Went 
- Aboard Str. Poland With- 
: out Any Fuss 


~ MONTREAL, © Aug. -11—Proud of 
his record as a German agent in Can- 
ada and still firmly convinced of his 
royal parentage, Werner Horne, the 
German who has just completed a 
six-year term in yDorchester peniten- 
tiary in connection with his attempt 
to blow up the International Bridge 
at Vancebdoro in 1915, was this morn- 
ing deported on board the S.S. “Po 
Yand,” in company with Dr. Paul 
Berg, a German addicted to drugs, 
and Theo, Kuzmi, an ‘alien with a 
gonviction for murder against him. 

‘Before leaving. Horne handed to 
the press the following letter: 

“Gentlemen: In reply to your ar- 
ticle the August 8, 1021. in your ev- 
ening paper, I give you the following 
information: 

“I was educated under the name of 
jWerner M. Johannes Albert Horn, 
born the 28 of October, 1877, at Stet- 
tin, Germany. I was here sentenced 
to 10 years’ imprisonment for an 
act of war on behalf of my country 
with consent of the German General 
Staff. 

“I was a German officer, not pun- 

le in the criminal -gourt, br 
amenable to the laws of nations an 
responsible only to my own father- 
land. I recovered the order “Pour le 
Aferite” Munster-Wortenblatt the 15 
‘April, 1915. For this I don’t ask any 








{ pardon, but that fingerprints and pic- 





ture be destroyed. $e 

“In reality, is my right birthday 
and birthplace, 20 of Apgust, 1878. 
Schloss Sanssouci. Potsdam, Ger- 
many. Father, His Majesty, the late 
Emperor Frederic, King of Prussia. 
Mother, Her Majestr, the Empress 
Frederic, born Princess of Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland. 

“In my fatherland is or wil! my 
name be changed in: Graf Ruprecht 
von Hohengzollern. or Graf Ruprecht 
von Mecklenburg. which {fs only the 
business from my fatherland. 

“It is naturally very dificult for 
me, then I am only informed through 
conversations of prisoners. 

“Apparently had not my lawyers In 
U.S.A.,, Messrs, O'Connell. 
other occasion to inform me. then all 
my letters were partially stolen, par- 
tially falsified. 

“I authorize you to make ‘use from 
this: information. 

“Very truly yours.

Horne arrived in Montreal during 
the week end in charge of Immigra- 
tion Agent Colter and was detained 
pending the departure of the steamer 
on -which ‘he is being .returned to 
Germany in a room at the immigra- 
tion building on St. Antione street. 
He was taken down -to the harbor 
and delivered to the captain of the 
Poland, who will be responsible for 
him until he leaves the vessel in 
Haburg. Despite the fact of his el> 
vated rank Captain’ Horne will have 
to be content with third class accom- 
modation on his voyage to Germany. 
as the Poland is an all-third class 

ip, and no special provision has

. left it. Over six years of his life have 
been spent in the Arctic wilderness, 
four of them in the company only of 
two Esquimaux murderers, sent- 
enced in 1914 and freed by order of 
the Government Iater. 

Two years were passed at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, where the big supply of pro- 
visions and building material were 
disposed of, comfortable winter quar- 
ters established. and patrols of the 
furrounding country undertaken. 

The two Esquimaux murderers who 
Were taken out by the Corporal and 
offered their freedom, were so much 
taken with the ways of the white man 
that they asked permission to enter 
the service of the police, and were 
both engaged much to their delight. 
They rendered great service as 
guides and interpreters, and the 
white man’s law has never had-a bet- 
ter advertisement in the Arctic Cir 
cle than that given to it by these two | 
men, tried, punished and relapsed by 
its officials, as a warning to others.

KEEPS GREEN * 


MEMORY AND RESTING PLACE , 
OF LOYALIST SETTLERS<THERE 





ST. JOHN, N.B. Au. 16.—On 
the slope of a little hill, in the 


" heart of the city of St. John, is 


the resting place of many of the 
Loyalist settlers of the southern 
part of New Brunswick. Once 
the cemetery .was on the out- 
skirts of what became known in 
later years as St. John, but now 
it is only a block from the big- 
gest business houses of the. place. 
Then it was a cemetery only, now 
ft has been converted into a weil 
kept park where each day finds 
hundreds of living resting be- 
neath the shade of its old pop- 
lars and chestnuts, Monuments 
are crumbling, the inscriptions 
are gone from some, and condi- 
tions of life. are changing, but 
each generation views with, its 
predecessors in respect for the 
heroic dead of the Loyalist era. 

It was on May 18, 1875—the 
year the American Revolution 
was ended—that the first of those 
who loved Britain more than 
comfort in the United States ar- 
rived in St. John. At that time 
it is estimated that the entire 
white population of the “Province 
of Nova Scotia,” which embraced 
the present New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia, was about 5800 in 
all. 

Of the morning of the arrival 
of the newcomers an old writer 
Bays: 

“Shrubs, stunted trees. marsh- 
es and rocks greet the vision. 
Here and there on a narrow path 
or clearing there is the log cab- 
{n of the lonely settler. It is a 
May morning. A _ vessel comes 
up the harbor and takes her 
mooring at Navy Island. Other 
vessels follow in her wake. The 
fog comes up the Bay and covers 
land and sea with its watery em- 
brace. It lifts. The bright sun 
shines down upon the land and 
the sea, There are twenty ves- 
sels in the harbor. There is un- 
usual activity aboard them all. 
From every vessel, in small boats,” 
men of every age, of strong arm, 
of stout purn.se. are coming to 
the shore. There is the old con- 
tinental dress. There is the well 
worn flintlock which the long 
war has taught them well how to 
handle. There ts the music of 
fife and the drums. They have 
come from many a hattlefield. 
They have left their cultivated 
fields and their homes of com- 
fort, thelr churches and the tombs 
of thelr ancestors. They are ex- 
les. Their houses and their 
lands have been confiscated. This 
was all because they feared God. 
loved the brotherhood and honor- 
ed the King.” 


a 
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Such was the beginning of Loy- 
alist ife in the St. John region. 
They were given land under the 
English flag and at once began the 
task of rebuilding their fortunes 
in the new and strange land. In 
alittle time the cemetery was es- 
tablished, and there rested in it 
some who only a year or two ear- 
Mer had come from the New Eng- 
land States. In several instanc- 
es thelr crumbling monuments 
tellethe story of their expulsion 
from thelr earller homes across 
the border. Others relate simply 
that the sleeper was-born in 
some American ‘area but died in 

-St. John. The modern visitor 
can read the tragedy. between the 
lines. % 

Not all who sleep within the 
cemetery are Loyalists of the ex- 

f pulsion. Here and there old 
headstones recall the naval forc- 
es of the King, for several offic- 
ers and men He there together. 
The grim toll of the seafaring 
life is indicated by the monn- 
ment to the sailor who perished 
when his brig was lost on the 
Nova Scotia shore. . Another 
marks the place of a man who was 
lost at sea, while others recall 
the deaths of those, hastening to 
the new land of hope and prom- 
ise, passed away before its shores 
were In sight. \ 

Modern life rushes by the sil- 
ent sleepers of the pioneer days, 
but on one occasion each year 
the city recalls in an especial way 
the heroic services of those who 
gave up all but life to live under 
the flag they loved.

LONDON, July 30—(By 
Mail)—Drunkenness increased 
by over 65 per cent. in England 
during last year, according to 
official licensing statistics. The 
reaction after the war-period of 
sobriety was shown by 95,763 
convictions, compared with 57,- 
948 in 1919. There were only 
29,075 convictions in 1918. 

The convictions of women 
were 36 per cent. more than in 
1919,-and more than double the 
total of 1918.

Aged Monarch One of the Her- 
oic Figures of -the War, 

- Fought at head of His Army 
Til He Copld no Longer 
Stand—Belored by his Peo- 
phe. 


Be: -+* BELGRADE, Serbia, Aug. 17— 
Sa Bis Majesty King Peter of Serbia, is 
2 dead here, after an illness extending 
a over several months. 


Aged, Deaf, Ml - 
King Peter of Serbia, 77 years old, 
white-haired, deaf, lll from the in- 
i firmities of age and suffering from 
e the wounds of three or four wars, 
Yelinquished the cares of state in 
1919 when his second son, Crown 
Frince Alexander, succeeded him 
and became the ruler of the new 
State of Jugo-Slavin. He then de- 
clared: 
“My beloved Serbis 
and its future, I believe, will be a 
great one. My work is over. I 
desire only the continued affection 
and devotion of my dear people, and 
finally, a grave on Serblan soil.” 
Despite his age. King Peter pre- 
sented one of the most courageous 
~ figures of the war. On the day that 
Serbia rejected tho Austrian de- 
mands, Peter renounced his tempor- 
ary abdication of the throne and 
placed himself once more at the 
head of the country. He was even 
then almost sightless and hard of 
hearing and was under the constant 
care of a physician. : 
Followed Army to Exile 
When the fortunes of war turned 
e@gainst the Serblans he remained 
with his armies till practically the 
last units had been driven from the 
country. He then effected an escapo 
through Albania and went to Sal- 
oniki where he presided over the re- 
organization of the forces. After- 
a ward he went to Corfu where he'es- 
- tabHshed headquarters and took an 
active part in the direction of his 
nomadic government. 

Forced from his capital, Belgrade, 
and thence from Nish by the advan- 
cing army of the Central Powers in 
1915, his country laid waste by fire 
and shell, Peter lived to return to 

a Serbia and engage actively in the re- 
organization and reconstruction of 
his domains, From tho beginning of 
the conflict, the aged King \encour- 
aged his troops and people despite 
the most depressing reverses and on 
several occasions persomally led the 
Serbs into battle. 

Lived Very Simply 

An invalid, self-Imposed exile in 
Creece, his son Alexander, took his 
futher’s place as commander of the 
army. Alexander was later desig- 
nsted Prince Regent by the elder 
Karageorgevitch and on November 
26, 1918, the National Council of 
Judoslavia at Agram, Croatia, con- 
firmed the choice, thus relieving the 
venerable King of the rulership of 
Serbia, Montenegro, Slavonia, Bos- 
ria, Herzegovina, Dalmatia and Cro- 
atia, which ,had united after their 
Uberation from Austria. é 

Earl} in 1919 the aged King was 
removed to a quiet retreat near Ath- 
eps, Greece, . where he Ilved In. 4 
small six-room house overlooking the 

* Eay of Phaeleron. A personal sec- 
retary and his physician were his 
only companiong’ He had only one 
diversion; an occasional early morn- 
ing ride around the Greek capital In 
the sidecar of a motorcycle driven 
by a Serbian soldier. The avold the 
eeze of crowds he disguised himself 
with a mask and a pair of goggles. 
Later his health became so feeble 
that he passed most of his time in 
bed or a wheel chair. 

Of Humble Origin 
To meet his long cherished wish 
that he might die on his native soil, 
the Serblan authorities in 1920 
- Drought the invalid King back to his 
Ddeloved Belgrade. He avoided so-

ran carelessness, and a large part 
cf it to the carelessness of smoke 
Tt is urged, therefore, that all mar 
facturers of tobacco place in th 
Packages of tobacco and cigurettes 
Printed warnings against the careless 
Use of matches and burning tobacco. 

It seems like a simple thing, ye: 
it is a matter of great importance. 
There {s probably no doubt as to the 
carelessness; but fortunately there is 
very good ground for faith in th 
value of education. It is the care- 
less habit that is to be overcome, 
not a malicious disposition. The 
man who throws away a lghted 
match or a burning cigar or clgar- 
ette stub, does not intend to do any 
harm. He is guilty simply of a 
thoughtless act. A constant remin- 
der of the danger of thoughtlessness 
would probably cure him. As a 
matter of fact there js the testimony 
eof the Dominion Forestry Branc 
that printed warnings against the 
careless handling of fire have been 


effective agencies in the prevention 
of fire.

Thomas Rush Died In — Hotel 
Dien in Kingston Aged 


"WAS OLDEST VETERAN 





Served 23 Years in’ British} tinee and night. 


Army—Resident of King- 
ston Since 1879. 


KINGSTON, Aug. 20—There pass- 
ed away at the Hotel Dieu Hospital 
yesterday Thomas Rush, one of the 
oldest veterans of the Indian Mutiny. 
Deceased was S6-‘years old this 
month, and despite his-years he had 
been quite active until very recent- 
ly. He was born in Ireland and 
came from there to Kingston in 
1879, and since that time he had 
werked around the city, golng some 
years ago to the Home for the Aged, 
where he was one of its most use- 
fal members. He was a Roman 
Catholic in religion and, when able, 
attended St. Mary’s Cathedral. — 

The late Mr. Rush entered the 
Imperial service in 1855-56, during 
the days of the Crimean War. He 
was one of the number that was re- 
served for the- mutiny in India 
when trouble had been foreseen, and 
he went there with the Imperial 
forces and saw service. After the 
Indian Mutiny he remained in the 
army until he had served twenty- 
three years with credit, being dis- 
charged in England early in 1879, 
after having served with the 36th 
Regiment, in the 43rd Brigade. 

Mr. Rush is one of the oldest, if 
not the oldest, Indian Mutiny ret- 
eran in Canada, and about the last 
tm Kingston. During his time in 
the city Mr. Rush made‘many friends 
A short time ago he was taken from 
the Home for tle Aged to the Hotel! 
Dieu Hospital, where he passed 
away. 

The funeral arrangements are be- 
ing made under the direction of tha 
Army and Navy Veterans’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. Rush will be given a mili- 
tary funeral from S. 8, Corbett's 
undertaking parlors to St. Mary’s 
Cathedral, and thence to St. Marr's 
cemetery.

claimed a life In one of the most}. 


shocking tragedies which has occur- 
red here in recent years. 

On Saturday afternoon about one- 
thirty o'clock, as Mr. Willlam Drew- 


ery, of Dunbar street, was driving; 


¢€astward over the Canadian Pacific 
Railway -tracks In Thurlow, just east 
of the city Hmits on the Provincial 
. Highway. He was hurled from the 
crogsing and so injured that ho dled 
oa the way to the Belleville General 
Hospital, whither he .was being 
taken in a motor. 

The C. P. R. passenger train which 
ran into Mr. Drewery and the team 
of horses, belonging to Mr. John Laf- 
ferty, which he was driving, was 
castbound and was late. . 

As. Mr. Drewery was driving east 
with a wagon to get a load of crush- 
€d stone at the crusher in Thurlow, 
about two miles east of the city, the 
train came up behind him and as he 
was very deaf, he apparently did not 
hear tha approaching engine. The 
horse on the right side was strark 
and instantly killed, Mr. Drewery 
receiving a blow on the head. The 
horses and wagon with the driver 
were hurled Into the ditch. The 
ctew witnessed the occurrence and 
the train was stopped within several 
lengths. Mr. Drewery was extricated 
from the mass of the broken cart 
and was placed in a motor and rush- 
ed to the hospital, but he had suc- 
cumbed to the injuries before reach- 
ing the institution. 

The second horse was ‘not even 
scratched, although the harness had 
been torn from the animal's neck. 

The wagon was a complete wreck. 
it and the horses were the property 
ef Mr. John Lafferty, Pinnacle St.’ 

Coroner Dr. W. W. Boyce had the 
body removed to Tickell’s undertak- 
ing establishment. where before a 
Jury, of which Ald. S. J. Fisher is 
foreman, the inquest was opened 
and then adjourned to Thursday 
evening next. Mr, L) Soule is the 
coroner’s constable. The body was! 
prepared at the Belleville Under- 
taking Company's rooms for burial. 

Mr. Drewery was a former farm- 
er of the township of Sidney: He 
was born 72 years ago in Sidney 
and had been in the employ of Mr. 
Lafferty for six years or more. His 
Present occupation was hauling 
crushed rock Yor the city public 
works operations. He was a mem- 
ber of the Methodist church. Mrs. 
Drewery survives. Messrs. John, 
James and George Drewery. of Sid- 
ney are brother of the dead man. 

This crossing, known as Gibson's 
crossing, is that where Mrs. (Dr.) 
Robertson was killed a year ago last

A Fixed Principle 

The principle of an Upper House 
is maintained. It is a fixed principle 
of British’ constitutional practice: But 
the name.of the body will be changed 
from “House of Lords” to “Second 
Chamber,” and the agelong provision 
that every peer shall havea seat in 
jtbe Chamber wil! be definitely abal- 
ished. The members of the second 
chamber will be divided into two 
groups, one to be elected from among 
the peers by the entire peerage, and 
the other to be elected indirectly, 
probably by borough and county coun- 
ceils.

| A Fly Spray. 


A good fy spray can be made from 
4% quarts-coal tar dip, 4% quarts 
fish oll, 3 quarts coal oil, 3 quarts 
whale oll, and 1% quarts of tar. 

Dissolve 3 ibs. laundry soap in 
water, add the ingredients of the 
spray and bring the whole up to 30 
gallons with lukewarm soft water. 
This spray will keep off the flies and 
Drevent the coats of the animals 
from becoming harsh. 

The cows should be sprayed twice 
a day—in the morning after milking 
and in the afternoon when in the 
barn for allage of green feed. Thirty 
gallons of mixture will spray 40 
[oe twice a day for ten’ days.

September Notes. 

Peonles should be divided and re- 
set during September or October. 

Do not forget to lift some of the 
geraniums, salvia, asters, ér other 
plants in the yard or garden.

A drain tile set over each plant is 
a good method of blanching celery. 
Celery for winter storage should not 
be blanched before putting in the

Plant tulips in the garden or bor- 
der the last of Septemher or early 
October. Tulips, narcissus, daffodils 
and hyacinths planted now in pots or 
boxes and put in a cool place will 
sive good Gowers next spring. 

Place squash on shelves in a dry 
room near the furnace or in a warm 
attic room, They must not be in a 

| damp or frosty place. They will 
stand a great deal of heat and dry 
alr, but ttle moisture. If you want 
squash or’ pumpkins to keep well, 
shandle therm carefully so they are 
not bruised. 

Dahlias, cannas, gladioll.  ete., 
should be dug and stored after the 
foliage has been killed by frost. The 
firat part of October is usually the 
time. 

Try to arrange a change of pas- 
ture for the sheep. Changing the 
pasture as frequently as possible 
minimizes losses through p=rasi- 
tie diseases.

It Helps to Bo Near Cities — The 

Labor Question Still a Serious 

Problem — How to Restore

(Contributed by Ontarto Department of 
Agriculture, Toronto.) 

This question will be discussed 
under four heads: Climate, Soil.

The Factor of Climate.

Other d#a- 
eultles of a climatic nature can be 
largely overcome by the selection of 
suitable varieties, or by careful dis- 
crimination with regard to soil, ele- 
vation, aspect, etc. It may be potnt- 
ed out, however," that froats are 
more common and more severe over 
large areas of fiat country than 
{where the topography is rolling or 
hilly. Large areas of some of the 
southern counties of Ontarlo are, 
therefore, more or lesa unsuited to 
commercial apple orcharding because 
of their fat character. A more roll- 
ing country is much to be preferred, 
so that orchards can be made safer 
from frost by the better alr drainage 
afforded. 


Sultable Soll In Every County. 


So far as soils are concerend, It may 
be stated that there is an abundance 
of land tn every couniry suitable for 
apple growing. Well drained land Is 
essential for successful ‘orcharding, 
and there is plenty of soil of: this 

"}type to be had in almost every 
district. ‘ ¥ 

Summing up soll and climate, It 
may be said that no province or state 
in North America has so large an 
area 80 favorable in soil and ¢clfmate 
for apple growing as has the Pro- 
vince of Ontario. If this statement 
is true It becomes obvious that the 
Present distribution of apple orch- 
ards in Ontarlo is dependent on 
other factors. 


Most Profltabie Near Cities. 


Transportation {s the most Import- 
the 
distribution of commercial apple 
orchards fn Ontario. In other words, 
the commercial apple orchards are 
located within reach of transporta- 
tlon facilities, and the better these 
facilities have been with relation to 
large cities and to the developing 
markets of the prairies the mor 
rapid has been the development of. 
commercial orcharding. A location, 
hear a large city may be desirable, 
but if better soll and climate are to 
be found at a distance, the most dis- 
tant location is likely to be preferred, 
provided transportation facilities are 
good. 

Some districts in Ontario possess 
excellent conditions of soils and cli- 
mate, but.are lacking in transporta- 
tion facilities, and until facilities are 
available little development can take 
place in commercial orcharding. 


The Labor Situation. 


The labor situation for some years 
has been acute, but has become more 
hormal during the present year. For 
commercial orchard operations on a 
sizable basis, it is necessary to be 
within reach of a temporary supply 
of labor for apple picking. Other- 
wise, it,becomes necessary to bulld 

| dwellings for men and their families 
so that a supply of labor may be 
always available, 

The difficulties of the labor situ- 
ation at picking time can be lessened 
considerably by the planting of varie- 
tles. which ripen in succession, ani 
by taking care to get the right pro- 

-| Portion of each. A large area of one 
variety ripening at one time is ex- 
tremely dificult to handle.— J. W.

THE CURE OF RINGWORM 


Disagreeable, Contagious Disease 
of Farm Animals. 











The Symptoms Carefully, Described 
—Trentinent Carefully Applicd 
Usually Successful—A Fly Spray 
—September Notes, 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 


Agriculture. Toronto.) 


Ringworm is a contagious disease 
to which all classes of animals, in- 
cluding man, are subject. 

Calves and young cattle appear to 
be more susceptible to. the trouble 
than other animals, but no age ren- 
ders an animal immune. It is purely 
& skin disease, and is due to the 
Presence of a vegetable purasite, 
which is readily capable of bems 
conveyed from one animal to another 
by direct contact, the hands of the 
attendant, pails, stable  utenalls, 
clothing, harness, saddles, blan- 
kits, the contact of one animal 
with the stalls, etc. of affected 
animals, ete. 

In like manner, curry-combs, 
brushes, rubbing cloths, etc., that are 
used on affected animals of any class, 
if uscd on other animals, become a 
fertile cause of Infection. 
Symptoms, 


While any part of the animal may 
be the seat of the disease, the skin 
around the cyes and on the faco, 
and on the neck and back, appears to 
be the favori‘e seat, The frat symp- 
tom shown is ugually an itchiness, 
which is followed by a slight form 
of eruption, which soon’ assumes the 
appearance of little yellowish scabs 
of a circular shape, the mass scales 
forming a circular spacé; hence the 
term “ringworm.” A variable num- 
ber of these circular patches may be 
noticed on different parts of the 
body, They are of a yellowish color 
when fresh, but become lighter in 
color as they grow older; the haira 
become’ bristly, some break off, and 
some become split. When the dis- 
ease {a not checked the affected 
areas become more numerous and 
the patient apparently suffers acute 
ly from itchiness, and sometim 
Tubs against solid objects with suc 
force as to cause bleeding. If a scale 
be removed and the under surface 
examined by a magnifying glass, the 
Parasite can be seen. 

Treatment.

LONDON, Aus. « 31.—When, next 
Thursday, Grea: Britain officially 
ceases to be at war with every nation 
except Turkey, the substantial war 
Donuses that have been pald to many 
branches of British labor will be a 
thing of the past. 

Reduction 50%. 

‘To some workers it means a reduc- 
tion of fifty per cent. and to others 
lesser amounts, which, with the cost 
of living still high, they can ill-aord; 
bat conditions are such that protests, 
except possibly those of the printing 
trades, will be unavailing. The ial 
orers, who will meet these wage 
cuts on September 1 are haunted by 
two very potent factors. First there 
are 2,500,000 unemployed. who are 
willing to take any kind of a job; 
and second, unionism still is suffer- 
ing under the tremendous setback ad- 
ministered to it by the nt 
when the Triple Alliance of miners, 
railroad men and. transport workers 
was smashed by the strike, which the 
miners lost. : 

Labor leaders, notably J. R. Clines, 
member of Parliament, and former 
food controller, charge the employers 
with taking advantage of the situa- 
tion to inflict unjust reductions which 
the laborers are powerless to combat 
Row, but which they say will not be 
forgotten when the position of the 
workers has improved. The employ- 
ers assert that the “vicious circle” 
that'Keeps prices up and trade at a 
low ebb can be penetrated by the re- 
Muction in wages, which ultimately 
will resule in benefit to the workers. 

Food is Costly. 

i With the cheapest cut of frozen, 
unpalatable beef costing at the pres- 
ent rate of exchange, thirty cents a 
pound, and with good cuts costing up 
to elghty cents; eggs 75 cents a doz- 
en, and with bacon and other things 
in proportion, the reduction in wag- 
es to be infilcted upon the postal 
workers will be almost tragic. Their 
Wages are $11.60 a week with a war 
bonus of $16.50 a week which will 
cease. But thelr wages are augment- 
ed by more than $5 a week by reason 
of the tipping system which is gen- 
eral in the British Isles and which 
fs countenanced by the Government. 
Every Christmas the postman pre- 
sents a “Christmas box™ at the door 
of every person he serves during the 
year. It has been calculated by the 
Government experts that the average 
collection of each postman is £65 
which is taken into consideration in 
arriving at the rates of pay.
